And hu, we ut, the conduct 
and bearing of all these harbarians during 
this period been >urh as to satisfy the 
Lieutenant (iovernor thai they were sin- 
cere in their promises lo afford it ? Enough 
time hu now been given lo put theii 
sincerity and good failh lo the 
— and tit contrary ii nntvriomly 
truth. It is, therefore, ndl without unea- 
siness thai sr view Ihe prrseni stale of 
inactivity prolonged, because we fear thai 
it betokens an approaching relaxation uf 
thoae energetic meiurures which recent 
circumstances had called forth, and the 
continued prosecution of which, the diffi- 
cult emergency in which the country i> 
now placed impentlively r*qii)m A 
frontier correspondent, fvddressine; ut Ust 
week privately says—" His Houor, it it 
staled upon good antliorjty, it even now 
talking of withdrawing the tnwpi from 
the Neutral Territory without obtaining 
all the redreas which he demanded j but 1 
cannot attach any importance to ao wild 
an idea, because tl must be evident lo 
every one thai this would bethe crowning 
act of colonial weakneai and mismanage- 
ment." 

We have no desire lo apeak dispa- 
ragingly of the merit* of the Ueutenant- 
aosrrnor, on whose integrity of purpose 
and patriotic intentions we place Ihe ut- 
most reliance. But in the present critical 
circumstances of this settlement, the pub- 
lic have a right to expect an upright and 
candid avowal of opinion from the press. 

It it unfortunately not lo be denial! thai 
the feehle, uncertain, and irresolute policy 
that hu uniformly been pursued towards 
the native tribes under ihe administration 
of Colonel Harr, hu induced and en- 
couraged them to beard him » they have 
done. All Ihe measures he hu hitherto 
adopted have u completely failed in se- 
curing their guod will, respect, or confi- 
dence, u in awakening their fear*, Thev 
have always been suffered lo treat the 
authority and threat, of Ureal Britain with 
derision, and her representatives with 
•corn. And knowing such lo be ihe case, 
(he public justly dread the consequences 
of the present movements, teal those who 
direct them should be found unequal to 
meet all crises which may ensue, and the 
worm of which, auolher Caffer war, for 
aught we know to the contrary, may be 
imminent. 

It. is undoubtedly a wise and prescient 
' y not in take any steps— even in inp- 
ut a rujhleoua demand for redress, 
that might precipitate a general attack of 
( the chiefs upon the colony, at least before 
. the inhabitants had been made aware of 
{ the impending danger, and had taken the 
i best means in their power to avert it. Bui 
\ it may be doubted whether the repeated 
; marchings and eounter-marchinfs of the 
| troopi in Cafferland, and the parade of 
| military preparation which bu been 
long continued in that country without 
i tfettiMg the object for which it wu made, 
' are not calculated to irn'rofe own' 
■ roaw «f*er «», re infiinta'a'e or 
oMrwice 1hr notice tnfrei, Forbear - 
. * UC:t 10 an enemy is a virtue 
I nnknown lo the Caffer race II is a 
' word not lo be found in their vocabulary 
of thought or feeling. It i* regarded by 
them u an unerring indication of inde- 
claion, weakntsa, or cowardice. With 
the procrastinations of diplomacy they 
arc equally unacquainted. If t in- Go- 
vernment, therefore, hare fully made up 
their mind* to compel the chiefs to afford 
the required redress, lei them do it at 
once ; let the demand, together with the 
penalty of non-compliance, be proclaimed 
throughout Cafferland. and if wilfully 
Incurred let it be unhesitatingly inflicted 
upon the guilty partiee. And in the 
mean time let every precaution that 
prudence ran suggest be taken to 
shield the colony from danger. Bui if, 
on the contrary, ihe Qovernmenl have an/ 
made uptheir minds what course to pur- 
sue in the present exigency of affairs t if 
they think that the time has not yet come 
! to teach the CatTer tribes, by the exercise 
j of an act of authority and vigour, tu re- 
spect the power and dread the threats uf 
the British Government, let them, in the 
name of common tense, most cautiously 
abstain from making the slightest demand 
which they are not prepared lo nt/writ; 
let them stutliouily beware of uttering the 
most insigninca.nl threat which they are 
' not determined lo cree-afe. 
j All parties are agreed « to the urt-es- 
aily of giving protection, u far u may be 
' practicable, to the live* and property of 
I British subjects., and of preserving, si the 
; same time, if poaible, the tranquillity of 
: the frontiei. The only differeaci of opi- 
nion on the subject ii,u to (he means Lhat 
should be used m carry this purpose into 
effect. And it is vexatious to think that 
in this very variance of opinion may pro- 
bably lie the whole difference between 
savins; and ruining the frontier — between 
averting and provoking an inroad of sa- 
vages, on whom, with whatever calamities 
they might first visit the colony , should 
their hordes again overrun it, by far the 
greatest amount of evil would ultimately

" 1 The report respecting Sandilli hu 
been minutely investigated, and there is 
not the shadow of truth to support the ex- 
citement I understand it produced in the 
colony. It is well koown that ht* con- 
duct on this occasion hu created enemies 
about him, and It is not surprising his 
intentions have been misrepresented, 
owing to his endeavour lo subvert the ill- 
designing infTnenc-e of the A mapakatic. ' 

" The next extract is from a letter of an 
efflcer thoroughly conversant with the 
present operations, and from lone resi- 
dence in the country is acquainted with 
Caffer hshits. He states —

certained that confidence hu been re- 
stored amongst the Caff res s good deal. '

Il is hoped thai affaii r. will not long be 
suffered to remain in the present slate of 
uncertainly ; iti the mean lime we arc 
liarjpy tu iiaic it in our power to make 
the public acquainted, upon good autho- 
rity, lhat the subject of our relations with 
the border tribes is now occupying the 
serious attention uf the Government 



and the vein.lt is « r^nviction that 
our tjovsrnmenl hnve but lo act steadily 

nnd nrm1y~-not only to preserve the exist- 
ing tranquillity, but to secure tu s large 
riletit. the peace of (lie ftnntier in future. 
Hash or violent proceedings will prcciritalr 
a nar, and which is to be deprecstetf, in- 
asmuch as Ihe brunt of it would fall 
heavily upon nor defeur.clesik border 
farmers. 

It happens, fortunately for thr public

STATE OF THE FRONTIER. 

(Trout f*e Grakain't Tawn Journal.) 
Thhi is little alteration in the state of 
our frontier srTslrs since the date of our 
last. There ii an evident WU — the Kafirs 
watching the movements ol our Govern- 
ment, while the latter is no )■>• jealous of 
tbe designs of the farmer. We do not 
learn that tbe whole of the parties charged 
with being implicated in the death of the 
farmer De Langt, or the whole of the 
cattle claimed as a penally for his death, 
base yet been surrendered, and very 
much doubt whether they ever will 
be. This would hardly be matter of 
regret at respects the cattle, were it 
mt that such demand has bean ac- 
toslly made, and it it ever bad po- 
licy to raced* from a point when once 
insisted on. To do to «rgu«* a want of 
foundation in justice, or of ability to enforce 
the fulfilment of our rtquiremenj- It 
Ought not to escape remark alto, that tu' 
demand of a pecuniary penalty foe a aatrri- 
See of life involves a defective and mis- 
chievous priaeiple. This, w* are awant, 
is in accordance srith Kafir usage; bus 
tartly wt are not In to abject a condition 
at to bt obliged to go to then for a pre- 
cedent by which to redress iht wrongs 
dene by theea to our frontier farmers.

And for this reason — 
he will tolerate no inner' isitiu. 

Thus then no find Mr. .lames Stephen 
has for eighteen years occupied the work- 
ing posts in llie Col inn a I t Mfice ; during 
thai period lie hns, we grant, made 
himself mm pletcly truster of the affairs 
of ihe eolnuira. Hut wc eUtt find that 
during these ctgiilevn vears, there have 
been no fewer Ihan eleven C h if fMecrr Uriel 
foe llie Colonies, suit eight IVtisiiimtsry 
Coder Secretaries. Kclwcen the resigna- 
tion of l,'"il Baihurst in iN-7s and the 
aji|iiiiiirinrtit of Lurd Mlaulcy i« I S4 I , not 
our- of the nine hilcrvniiiig Si ■■relarios was 
more than Iwii years in office— not one nf 
ibeui had been prepnreii by previous 
studies* or occupation, or taitcs. fur the 
mil due I nf our colonial nffiirs . anil on 
several ni them other more pressing and 
more agrecahle dunes devolved. And yet 
curb ami sill nf llieui entered "the oilier*' 
as. If lieavni-but il Colonial Minislert. In 
lhe pruluudity of their iguorauce — for 
I hough all able men, Lbcir i icrance uf 
cohmial affnirs, m comi'arisaL with their 
res putiaihi lily, was urnfmtiid— tliev, in 
succeseion, snalchv.l at II;-- assistance ol 
lhe nhlest stager thev found in "(he 
office ;" he was Mr. Stf|iltcn. Now this 
same Mr. Slephen has in the liighesl 
known perfrclion all the skill, order, 
rrgiilarity, and lorm of the red-tuj-ir 
scltnol. Mis knowledge of pigeon-holes is 
rnmpletr, nf dates securate, of the laletl 
day for (ha pacbrls sailing, line mug. His 
reCiiEleeliou ti# past despatches is unfailing, 
and his expedients for lightening Hie 
tfxerities ol his rhief lahonrs, boundless, 
ije cm drsw up the briefest prtris or 
abstract .if a nruly arrived despatch. Hr 
trail suggest in his wide spreading margin 
the vaguest reply lo begiren I hrreto ; and 
he can, if we are lo credit Ciilonrl 
CnrnpWl, and we knuw no reason 
why wr ihimlJ nol, anil ninety why 
we should, nrcationally intercept an 
iiiirdeaAsnt comrminicslion. Add to 
this, lie can write after the most ap- 
proved fashion nf officii! didactics ; anil 
IhroiigliDul til his intercourse wilh his 
superiors, there is an apparent horror of 
lending them- Who then so fit — who so 
likely to be t Lie real, the acting Secretary 
of Ihe I'ohniies, as Mr. ("niler.riecretarv 
Stephen, MB trolled nod itttiitcnced now 
and then hy the niilcnl-leathf i-ln>otcd tnd 
yellnw-kid-'gloveif clerks henenih him !

OpitlltVtt is sravth a straw, to lascrt that 
during their re speelt ve tenitrea, any mnlerlal 
rhiingr nl pnliev, any essential improve- 
ment, any Inglirr or heller range uf object 
can he observed. Nn. the tame spirit 
lias animated all — the same sinister iu- 
floencc his ueutraliird ill their good in- 
teuttonn — the utile maleficent ubility has

—the tnnie pen has written alt their des- 
patches, — the same I rick i neat and cunning 
hire msrked ill their Iratiiactiona— the 
ume detestable Machiavelism bat per- 
vaded their eondiiet. Proud, able, and 
intelligent ts (hey hive all been in Par- 
liament, Ihry have in the Colonial Offiie 
Sauk bits) the merecia iIiitcb of their Coder 
Secret arj.
